Jaundice la the result of the 
spread of bile 
th r o u g h o u t 
the 
body. 
Bile is formed in th e liver and 
passes from the liver 
into 
th e 
gallbladd er and into 
the 
in tes­ 
tines. 
If anyth ing happens to 
prevent its passing in tills m a n ­ 
ner, it is picked up by the blood 
an d carried throughout the body. 
The skin and the whites of the 
eyes turn yellow and most of the 
excretions are colored. 
Th ere is a condition of mild 
inflam mation of the 
bile 
ducts 
which temporarily 
prevents 
the 
passing of bile out of the body. 
This is called cata rrhal Jaundice 
and usually Hears up with ca re ­ 
ful n odic al tr ea tm ent. 
If may sometimes be associated 
with similar inflam mation of the 
-toinaoh and of the intestines as 
sedated with absorption of bile 
and there may Im itching of th** 
skin and pe rh aps even a depres- 
•t'on, such us melancholia. When
